Tho Director 
stated. that such representatives represented the special interests 
of their respective offices but that it would be necessary to make 
a rational adjustment of those interests in any CIA-plan, giving 
due regard to the special interests of each. It would be necessary to 
come out with an Agency plan, which could not be varied from office 
to office irrespective of special interests.
